The estimate for Saturday was 
2,959, and for Sunday, 4,756, or a 
total for the week-end of 7,715. The 
estimated number of visitors the 
previous week-end was 7,712. 
136 Guided Trips 
Vernon Lunt, superintendent of 
the National' cemetery, said there 
were 88 guided trips on Saturday, 
and four bus trips. On Sunday the 


guided trips numbered 136 and there 
were ll buses over the battlefield. 
Hundreds of others toured the ’field 
In cars, without guides. 
The ll buses on Sunday included 
four from the District of Columbia 
which brought another contingent 
of negro government employes here 
from Washington, numbering 166. 
On Saturday there were buses from 
the District of Columbia, Maryland, 
Pennsylvania and Ohio.

3 GOUHTIES IN 
SESSION HERE 


Thirty-three 
schoolmen 
from 
York, Adams and Franklin counties 
today began a three day considera­ 
tion of the problem; "How Can the 
School Use the Lay Members of the 
Community in Problem Solving and 
Curriculum Development?” 
Meeting in the SCA building at 
Gettysburg college, the school ad­ 
ministrators and heads heard Fred­ 
erick L. Pond, curriculum consult­ 
ant for the state Department of 
Public Instruction, outline the gen­ 
eral philosophy behind the program 
of changing the high school curri­ 
culum. 
The developments in secondary 
education curriculum, as those in 
the 
elementary 
curriculum 
are 
based o n ’ the general theme of 
developing better American citixens, 
the educator said. 
“It is as important to educate the 
heart as it is to educate the mind,'' 
he pointed out. “Today our crime 
bill of 415,000.000DOO per year equals 
the amount of money we spent for 
our national defense; we are faced 
with the problem of totalitarianism, 
of Communist activity, of the di­ 
vorce situation in which one out of 
every three marriages end in de- 
pa ration. 
“And because we have those and 
other problems we have come to the 
conclusion that our educational sys­ 
tem needs to change. We had as­ 
sumed that the teaching of factual 
knowledge would be enough; that 
the students would make the syn­ 
thesis of the parts of their know­ 
ledge themselves. This, in far too 
many cases, has not been true. We

Death

Ex-President 
P o lk : 


James K. Polk, late President of the 
United States, died a t his residence 
near Nashville. T enn., on the 15th 
inst., of chronic diarrhoea, in the 
54th year of his age He was the 
youngest of all th e Presidents and 
died at a m uch earlier age th an 
m any of them . 
On 
Tuesday, 
President 
Taylor 
made an official announcem ent of 
the death. He stated : 
‘"As a mark of 
respect to the 
memory of a citizen who has been 
distinguished by the highest honors 
which his country could bestow, it is 
ordered th a t the Executive Mansion 
and the 
several 
departm ents at 
Washington, be im m ediately placed 
in mourning, and all business sus­ 
pended during tom orrow. 
"It is fu rth e r ordered that the 
W ar and Navy D epartm ents cause 
suitable m ilitary and naval honors to 
be paid, on this m elancholy occasion, 
to the m em ory of the illustrious 
dead.”

Tile common earw orm of field and 
sweet corn is truly an injuriously 
versatile pest Not only does it take 
a heavy toll from corn each year, 
but it attacks tom atoes, especially 
th e early crop, in w hich it is called 
tom ato fruit-w orm . Too, it is rec­ 
ognized 
i-cuiid only to th e dreaded 
boll weevil as an enem y of cotton, 
being known in th is role as boll­ 
worm Yet, in addition to this triple­ 
ts wr. of infam y, the earw orm ranks 
us oiie of tie widely troublesom e 
.ixxect foe* of .several ornam ental 
p la n 's including abutilon, ageratum , 
am aran th , canna, chrysanthem um , 
t a r nut UNI, dahlia, gladiolus, gerani­ 
um, hibiscus, m ignonette, morning
